and discovered a baby duck 
struggling to survive in a 
pool of oil. 

“The duck must have 
been sucked up through the 
pipe,” said Patten. 

Patten ran and got a fish¬ 
ing net to pull the duck out 
of the mysterious oil. The 
duck was then transported 
to the Town Shop, where it 


was cleaned off, and it 
awaited a ride to the Vet 
Hospital in Madden. 

At the Shop, the duck got 
its energy back, and re¬ 
mained wrapped in blankets, 
as suggested by a vet. 

"1 called on Friday to see 
how the duck was doing and 
they said it was doing very 
well,” said Patten. “I then 


called again this morning 
(Monday), and found out 
the duck did not make it.” 

As for the oil the duck 
was found in, it is still not 
clear where it came from. 
The lagoon itself, is per¬ 
fectly clean, and the inspec¬ 
tion chamber is always 
locked. 

"A couple years ago there 


was oil in the lagoon, and it 
was all cleaned out,” said 
Chris McKenna, director of 
Operations. “We are think¬ 
ing that maybe some oil was 
left in the pipes, and that is 
what we found.” 

The oil is expected to be 
cleaned up this week.

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For Dwayne Berreth watch¬ 
ing the construction of the new 
Mountain View County admin¬ 
istration building from his 
kitchen table is probably one of 
his worst nightmares come 
true, he says. 

The Mountain View County 
resident who lives adjacent to 
the site of the planned new ad¬ 
ministration building has spent 
the last four months filling out 
paper work, attending court, 
and spending thousands of his 
own dollars in an effort to pro¬ 
tect his livelihood, he says. 

Berreth first submitted an 
appeal to the Mountain View 
County Subdivision and Devel¬ 
opment Appeal Board back in 
April to try to have the con¬ 
struction of the new building 
stopped. 

His attempts, failed. 

His request to the appeal 
board in April was denied, yet 
at that time the board added 
one condition to the County’s 
building construction that they 
had to abide by. 

The stipulation which was 
added, back in April, by the 
subdivision and appeal board 
states, “The applicant (the 
County) shall take or cause to 
be taken such steps as may be 
required to prevent silt and con¬ 
struction debris from entering 
Deadrick Coulee during the 
period of construction of the 
County Administration Build¬ 
ing and the two Ancillary build¬ 
ings.” 

Berreth at the time of the 
appeal says he had reason to 
believe that his coulee would 
become contaminated by con¬ 
struction debris, as well as once 
the building was constructed, 
by different chemicals and oils 
from vehicles sitting in the 
County’s parking lot. 

“It doesn’t take that much 
oil to contaminate water,” he 
stated back at the April 2, ap¬ 
peal hearing. 

When his appeal was denied 
back in April he decided to take 
it past the local level. 

He appealed the boards de¬ 
cision by taking it to the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, where an 
August 10 ruling also denied 
Berreth’s request to have the 
building construction halted. 

Berreth says he still isn’t 
ready to give up his battle, just 
yet and is trying even further 
to have his appeal heard, yet 
again. 

Berreth submitted, in writ¬ 
ing, a letter to the County re¬ 
questing, “that the Subdivision 
and Development Appeal Board 
of Mountain View County re¬ 
voke Mountain View County’s 
development permit for the new 
administration building.” 

Unfortunately, for Berreth 
second appearances are not al¬ 
lowed before the subdivision 
and development appeal board 
once a case has been closed. 

“Once a decision is rendered 
then they are done with that 
case,” explained the County’s 
assistant commissioner, Tony 
Martens. “His (Berreth’s) con¬ 
cerns should be revised and 
submitted to the planning de¬ 
partment.” 

And, the planning depart¬ 
ment is exactly where Berreth 


has taken his next step to his 
never ending battle with Moun¬ 
tain View County. 

Last week, August 16, 
Berreth did take his concerns 
to the Municipal Planning 
Commission through a written 
letter. 

In Berreth’s letter to the 
MPC he states, “I have re¬ 
corded evidence and testimony 
that I wish to present to the 
Subdivision and Development 
Appeal Board, which will con¬ 
firm a breach.” 

The breach, which Berreth 
is talking about, is the condi¬ 
tion that the appeal board put 
on the County stating, ‘The 
applicant (MVC) shall take or 
cause to be taken, such steps 
as may be required to prevent 
silt and construction debris 
from entering Deadrick Coulee 
during the period of construc¬ 
tion of the County Administra¬ 
tion Building and the two An¬ 
cillary Buildings.” 

Berreth, in an exclusive in¬ 
terview, stated that he along 
with other concerned residents 
went out and took pictures of 
his coulee being contaminated. 

“We have pictures of the silt 
screens not being placed prop¬ 
erly, causing materials to wash 
down into the coulee during 
heavy rains,” Berreth said. 

Berreth also pointed out in 
his letter, if the County is found 
guilty of breaching their con¬ 
ditions, they are in breach, also, 
of the conditions for the devel¬ 
opment permit which would 
then be a breach of the Coun¬ 
ty’s land use by-law 55/95. 

Why Berreth won’t give up! 

Berreth took over his fam¬ 
ily farmstead from his parents. 


A homestead which he was 
born and raised on, and one he 
says he is extremely proud of. 

Since April Berreth has 
spent $5,300 on fighting the 
County. $300 of this was to sub¬ 
mit his initial appeal and 
$5,000 is what it has cost him 
in legal bills to date. 

Despite $5,300 sounding like 
a lot of money to most people, 
Berreth feels it’s probably some 
of the best money he has - and 
ever will - spend. 

“I feel that it’s money well 
spent. If I can protect my prop¬ 
erty and my water supply, then 
it will be worth it,” he said. “I 
have to live beside that thing 
for the rest of my life and I 
think that that’s not right. I 
need to fight this, I said.” 

Besides the contamination of 
his dugout, which Berreth be¬ 
lieves has happened, he says his 
future ground water supply is 
at risk. 

“On a dry year I always ex¬ 
perience a shortage of water,” 
he said. 

Berreth says that he doesn’t 
actually see the construction of 
the administration building tak¬ 
ing much of a toll on his water 
supply, but he says future de¬ 
velopments could. 

“It’s what is going to follow 
that scares me,” he said. “What 
about when they move the 
County shops out there. 

It’s the washing of the trucks 
and machinery that is going to 
use up gallons upon gallons of 
water. We don’t have enough 
water now, as it is,” Berreth said. 

Martens says he can’t com¬ 
ment on future developments, 
because he has to deal with the 
present. Currently the County 


has made no decisions to move 
the County shops out to the 
same location as the new ad¬ 
ministration building. 

“This building won’t be us¬ 
ing much water. We are estimat¬ 
ing less than one gallon per 
minute,” Martens said, who 
added the County shops will 
stay where they currently are 
for the time being. 

Since the County has allega¬ 
tions against them that they are 
contaminating Berreth’s dug- 
out, they have requested to be 
able to test the water. 

Berreth has denied them 
their request. 

Berreth says that back, 
prior to the leveling of the con¬ 
struction site, when his dugout 
was clear he had a verbal con¬ 
versation with MVC’s Reeve 
Ian Harvie and gave him per¬ 
mission to take a water sam¬ 
ple. 

“A water sample was never 
taken,” Berreth recalls. “To me 
a verbal agreement is just as 
good as a written one.” 

At that time the County 
never took a water sample, but 
recently approached Berreth to 
take one. He refused. 

“I refused because, they 
wanted to test the water after 
we had a heavy rain and all the 
silt had already run down into 
there. 

It was already contaminated. 
How fair would that be to me?” 
Berreth said. 

Martens says that it would 
have only been fair if accusa¬ 
tions are being said against the 
County for a test to be done. 

“If someone is going to claim 
we are contaminating their 
dugout... then let us come in 


to test the quality of the water,” 
Martens said. 

With Berreth’s battle possi¬ 
bly coming to a dead-end, when 
asked what else he plans on do¬ 
ing he simply replied, “I don’t 
know.” 

He says if the County won’t 
listen to his concerns and look 
at his documented evidence 
then he may consider taking it 
to a Provincial level and pre¬ 
senting his case to Alberta En¬ 
vironment. 

“I am only trying to protect 
myself, my land, and my liveli¬ 
hood,” Berreth added. 

Where does the MVTPA fit 
in? 

Berreth says that the Moun¬ 
tain View Taxpayers Associa¬ 
tion, who have been rumored 
to have been egging Berreth on 
for this appeal, simply is not 
true. 

“I talked to the taxpayers 
association before I applied. 
They gave me no opinion. 
They simply helped me with 
my application. Do you think 
the County would have actu¬ 
ally helped me make my ap¬ 
peal? I don’t think so,” he 
said. 

Berreth says that every 
dime that has been put for¬ 
ward for this appeal has been 
his own, and he has fought 
this case because it’s what he 
believes is right and has noth¬ 
ing to do with the MVTPA. 

“Every penny that has 
been spent on this appeal has 
come out of my account. No 
one else’s - my account,” he 
said. 

As of press time there was 
no known response to 
Berreth’s last letter.

Schools have never been just 
about reading, writing and 
arithmetic-they are training 
grounds where children’s social 
skills are developed and tested. 
Unfortunately, bullying is preva¬ 
lent in many schools and has 
serious negative consequences 
for the perpetrator, the victim 
and the students who witness 
the bullying. 

Twenty years ago, I was bul¬ 
lied. Although I was told to ig¬ 
nore what other kids said and 
did to me, I didn’t. I retaliated. 
My fists challenged their words 
to see which had more lasting 
impact. I didn’t believe the 
“sticks and stones” myth. Every 
teacher, counsellor or adult who 
intervened told me to turn and 
walk away but that was, at best, 
a band-aid solution. The bully¬ 
ing continued. 

Now we know that bullying 
can be stopped. “By helping kids 
develop the right skills early, 
you can prevent bullying perma¬ 
nently,” writes Janice Schroeder 
in the booklet Preschool Bully¬ 
ing; A Guide for Parents, pub¬ 
lished by the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association. 

According to Schroeder, bul¬ 
lying is learned aggressive be¬ 
haviour that is persistent, in¬ 
tentional and directed at a par¬ 
ticular victim. Schroeder notes

Two and a quarter centuries 
ago the reason was stated by 
Adam Smith “An injudicious 
tax offers a great temptation to 
smuggling.” 

In t he I990's “The raising of 
exorbitant taxes on cigarettes 
led to such an extent of smug¬ 
gling that by the beginning of 
1994 it was estimated that 
three out of every four cartons 
consumed in Quebec were ille¬ 
gal imports. 

Governments were accord¬ 
ingly forced to cut tobacco 
taxes in such a drastic man¬ 
ner that a pack of cigarettes 
immediately fell by 45 percent 
within one month.” 

Federal and Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments have chosen to in¬ 
crease taxes once again. Due to 
actions taken in the past dec¬ 


ade smuggling is unable to 
meet the demand this has cre¬ 
ated. As a result robbery and 
hijacking are increasing. 

Rob Cunningham author of

advertised on Health Canada’s 
website 
“TheFactsAboutTobacco” in 
stating “If the cigarette thefts 
continue, there’s a chance 
someone is going to get hurt,” 
is behind the times.

Again they spent the early 
morning hours cleaning up 
the mess, then went off to the 
store to replace the papers. 

The RCMP were contacted, 
but still no one knows who is 
responsible for this. 

“There were also beer cans 
scattered all over the road, as 
if this were a party,” said J.C. 

The Calgary Herald is going 
to reimburse Blake for the 
money spent on the extra pa¬ 
pers, but this 12 year old is 
still upset someone is doing 
this for fun, without any con¬ 
sideration to others. 

J.C. is not going to rest un¬ 
til this stops, and whoever is 
responsible is caught. She is 
now offering a reward for any 
information on these inci¬ 
dents.

AROUND THE CIRCLE 


On a long ago warm summer afternoon, mom tucked my 
baby sister Donna into her brown wicker carriage and 
wheeled her outside for some fresh air. I was eight and del¬ 
egated to keep an eye on the buggy and report to mom when 
the baby woke up and needed attention. I took my job very 
seriously and when a neighbor stopped by and asked to see 
the baby I proudly lifted the net that was protecting her 
from flying insects and too much sun. 

There was a spider in the buggy. It wasn’t a particularly 
large or scary spider but it ran up the blanket toward the 
baby’s face and I had a total, eight year old girl, fit. I think 
this was when I first realized that I feared and hated spi¬ 
ders. 

Arachnophobia is one of the most common fears and there 
is a theory that it is rooted in the very beginning of our 
transition from sea creature to mammal. At about the same 
time that our ancestors were beginning to move onto the 
shore and stand erect, huge meat eating crabs were scut¬ 
tling along the beach grabbing anything edible with their 
eight, ugly, hairy appendages. Leave your baby unattended 
for a minute and a crab would get him. Parents, especially 
mothers, found this extremely upsetting and the fear of 
crabs, and their spider look alikes, became part of our sur¬ 
vival instinct. 

I spent the rest of my farm childhood shrieking at spi¬ 
ders. Dad used to say there was no point in taking me pick¬ 
ing saskatoons because if I did get a few in my pail I’d see a 
spider and throw the whole bucket into the air. Then we 
moved into town where spiders were less common and af¬ 
ter a while I worked and lived in the City and almost forgot 
what a spider looked like. 

We moved to the farm in 1962. This proved to be a peak 
year for spiders and spiders became my daily companions. 
They scuttled across the kitchen floor, ran out from under 
rugs, hung from curtains, dropped onto the furniture, clung 
to clothes brought in from the line, scurried out of the 
woodbox and colonized the cellar where they planned new 
forays into my living space. I was an emotional wreck and I 
sometimes wonder how our marriage survived. It was 
toughen up or get a divorce, and there were times when 
the decision hung in the balance. 

I toughened up enough so that early this summer when 
I found, attached to my porch broom, a web with about three 
hundred newly hatched spiderlings in it I showed it to my 
grandson and blew gently on it so that he could see all the 
cute baby spiders move. What a total idiot I have become. 
Why didn’t I RAID the whole mess when I had the chance? 
Within a few days the baby spiders had dispersed, but not 
very far. They all set up homes in the old neighborhood and 
great filmy webs filled the covered entry, all the east deck 
railings, inside and outside of the garage and the under¬ 
side of the deck. The cute baby spiders grew into big, fat, 
ugly monsters that dangled just above the door, lurked in 
the deck rails and waited to fall on you as you opened the 
car door. They are, I think, orb spiders of which Alberta has 
about 25 species and these have to be the monster variety. 
Their bodies are as big as the ball of my index finger and 
their brown and black banded legs make them look even 
bigger. Thankfully they are slow moving and so my husband 
is able to sweep them away from the doors and out of the 
entry. I don’t watch, just thinking about it makes me want 
to scream. I know they are not dangerous and I know they 
catch lots of the miserable gnats that have been coming right 
through the screen but they still strike fear in my heart 
and I don’t want them near me. One advantage is that they 
are too big to sneak into the house, unless of course they 
can open the door themselves and they look big enough to 
do so. 

“There is one other advantage Mom,” my daughter told 
me, “you won’t have to decorate for Halloween.”

games, but that’s not necessar¬ 
ily the case. Kids under 12 have 
the option to travel solely within 
the County of Mountain View.” 

In the attempt to accommo¬ 
date everyone’s busy schedule, 
the Minor Hockey Association 
will be holding a second regis¬ 
tration night on September 9th 
at 7:00pm. “That’s the same 
night as our Annual General 
Meeting,” says Krebs. “We are 
really looking forward to see¬ 
ing some new people out this 


year who are willing to let their 
names stand for various posi¬ 
tions we have coming open on 
the Board. Everyone’s busy, but 
someone’s got to do it...” 

Anyone interested in volun¬ 
teering their time as a coach is 
also encouraged to get involved. 

Krebs adds that anyone inter¬ 
ested in selling their old hockey 
equipment is welcome to do so 
at either of the registration 
nights.

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Education issues return as holidays come to an end

With school just 
around the corner, many 
issues left unresolved last 
year are starting to 
emerge again. 

Between provincial ne¬ 
gotiations involving the 
Alberta Teachers’ Associa¬ 
tion, the Alberta School 
Board Association and the 
provincial government; 
2,000 new teachers com¬ 
ing into the province; and 
local concerns with utili¬ 
ties, the year is shaping up 
to be a busy one. 

“Things will start to 
heat up as we get closer to 
the beginning of Septem¬ 
ber,” said CESD chair¬ 
man Roy Brassard. 

It has been reported 
that the Chinook’s Edge 
School Division will hire 
between 10-12 new teach¬ 
ers for the school year. 

“We don’t know how 
many teachers we will be 
getting yet, but there are 
some coming. Right now 
we’re communicating 
with our principals just to 
decide exactly where the 
needs are for this coming 
year,” he said. 

Brassard said the 
number of teachers for 
area schools is not 
known. 

“It will depend a lot on 
each individual school, 
right now we’re just in 
the evaluation stage,” he 
said. 

Hiring new teachers 
pleased local ATA #17 
representative Bob 
Worsfold, who said “it’s 
a very positive thing” for 
the schools. 

At the end of June, the 
CESD lost 27 teacher po¬ 
sitions - 13 teachers were 
laid off and 14 took early 
retirement packages. 
High utility costs were a 
key factor in the losses 
because they put a huge 
strain on the division’s 
budget. 

A letter was sent out 
to Sundre-area MLA Ty 
Lund at the end of June 
concerning the high util¬ 
ity costs, but Brassard 
said he hasn’t seen a re¬ 
sponse from Lund yet. 

“Our utilities are al¬ 
ways an ongoing problem 
and a major concern for 
the budget,” said 
Brassard. 


“Heat and power are 
our biggest expenses for 
the school. We were hop¬ 
ing the government would 
cap them for us somehow, 
but that hasn’t happened 
at this point.” he said. 

Turmoil between 
schools and the govern¬ 
ment isn’t limited to utili¬ 
ties. 

The drama between 
the Alberta Teachers’ As¬ 
sociation and the province 
has escalated once again, as 
talks are described by the 
ATA to be as “dead as a 
dodo.” 

The association is leav-

no intentions of arriving at 
a long-term agreement, 
said ATA president, Frank 
Bruseker. 

In a press release on 
Tuesday, Bruseker said 
the ATA “would no longer 


be actively pursuing ef¬ 
forts” to arrive at a long¬ 
term agreement with the 
province. 

“This came as a sur¬ 
prise to me as I had an¬ 
ticipated reviewing the 
situation with Lyle 
Oberg following the 
cooling-off period that 
we had agreed to,” 
Bruseker said. 

Chinook’s Edge 
School Division teach¬ 
ers’ representative 
Worsfold says he too is 
disappointed with the 
Learning Minister. 

“From the ATA’s po¬ 
sition, it’s the Minister 
who has decided to make 
an announcement that 
the money for pensions 
has gone into class¬ 
rooms.” said Worsfold. 
“There wasn’t enough 
money for both, which 
was not our understand¬ 
ing initially.” 

Oberg wanted the 
ATA to sign a 10-year 
contract, which would 
be the first of its kind, 
guaranteeing labour 
peace for a decade. 

But the ATA didn’t 
agree with the length of 
the contract, and the 
rights that the teachers 
would lose in the proc¬ 
ess. 

It said from the start 
of the contract talks that 
10 years was too long to 
sign on, and the teachers

would prefer a five-year 
contract instead. 

In return for the 10- 
year contract, the prov¬ 
ince would contribute 
$1.9 billion for the un¬ 
funded portion of the 
teachers’ pensions, 
would put limits on 
class sizes and would 
have salary increases. 

Chinook’s Edge stu¬ 
dents haven’t got as 
much to fear as many of 
their neighbours in the 
major cities. 

Teachers in Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary never 
reached an agreement to 
settle last year’s con¬ 
tract, and have strike 
mandates ready and 
waiting for them in Sep¬ 
tember. 

“We’ll just have to 
wait for the election and 
the new minister to 
maybe resume talks,” 


Worsfold said. 

This echoed the ATA 
president’s position. 

“While I hold out 
there’s no hope for 
progress now,” said 
Bruseker, “perhaps at a 
future day or with a dif¬ 
ferent minister, we will 
consider this option 
again.” 

Worsfold says: “It 
would be nice if the min¬ 
ister would have a 
change of heart. It’s in 
his hands.” 

This means it’s back 
to the bargaining table 
for the CESD and its 
teachers. 

Worsfold says talks 
will most likely start in 
the fall, since that’s 
when their collective 
agreement - which was 
only settled in July - ex¬ 
pires. 

Brassard is hoping to 


have negotiations with 
CESD teachers done lo¬ 
cally, even if the province 
and the ATA start talking 
again. 

He said the provin¬ 
cial ATA has been in¬ 
volved in most of the 
bargaining, and the di¬ 
vision would hope to get 
back to a “local bar¬ 
gaining scenario”. 

“We have requested to 
have local bargaining, 
but I don’t know where 
we stand at this point,” 
he said. 

“We’re very hopeful 
that we can meet with 
them and bargain with 
them at more of a local 
level than has been done 
in the past. We haven’t 
got anything planned 
for the local talks, but 
certainly we’re open to 
meeting with them,” 
Brassard added.

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QUESTION: You have said that the natural progression 
of a marriage is to become more distant rather than more 
intimate. Why is that true? 

DR. DOBSON: The natural tendency of everything in 
the universe is to move from order to disorder. If you buy a 
new car, it will steadily deteriorate from the day you drive it 
home. Your body is slowly aging and dying. Your house has 
to be repainted and repaired every few summers. A business 
that is not managed carefully will unravel and collapse. A 
brick that is placed on a vacant lot and left there long enough 
will eventually turn to dust. 

Indeed, even the sun and all the stars are slowly burning 
themselves out. We are, in a manner of speaking, in a dying 
universe where everything that is not specifically being pro¬ 
tected and upgraded is in a downward spiral. 

The principle which governs this drift from order to disor¬ 
der might be called “the law of disintegration.” (Engineers 
and scientists sometimes call it the law of entropy.) The only 
way to postpone or temporarily combat its influence is to 
invest creative energy and intelligent design into that which 
is to be preserved. 

Not so surprisingly, human relationships also conform to 
the principle of disintegration. The natural tendency is for 
husbands and wives to drift away from each other unless 
they work at staying together. To provide another analogy, it 
is as though they were sitting in separate rowboats on a 
choppy lake. If they don’t paddle vigorously to stay in the 
same neighborhood, one will drift to the north of the lake 
and the other to the south. That is exactly what happens 
when marital partners get too busy or distracted to maintain 
their love. If they don’t take the time for romantic activities 
and experiences that draw them together, something precious 
begins to slip away. It doesn’t have to be that way, of course, 
but the currents of life will separate them unless efforts are 
made to remain together. 

I wish every newly married couple knew about the law of 
disintegration and would actively protect their relationship 
from it. 


QUESTION: You have said that children and young peo¬ 
ple are experiencing an epidemic of self-doubt and feelings of 
low self-esteem. Why do you think this is true? 

DR. DOBSON: It has resulted, in part, from an unjust 
system of evaluating human worth that’s now prevalent in 
our society. Not everyone is seen as worthy; not everyone is 
accepted. Instead, we reserve our praise and admiration for 
those who have been blessed from birth with the characteris¬ 
tics we value most highly. It is a vicious system, and we, as 
parents, must counterbalance its impact. 

At the top of the list of the most highly respected and 
valued attributes in our culture is physical attractiveness. 
Those who happen to have it are often honored and even 
feared; those who do not may be disrespected and rejected 
through no fault of their own. This measure of human worth 
is evident from the earliest moments of life, when an attrac¬ 
tive infant is considered more valuable than a homely one. 

For this reason, it is not uncommon for a mother to be 
depressed shortly after the birth of her first baby. She had 
hoped to give birth to a beautiful, 6-week-old Gerber baby, 
having four front teeth and rosy, pink cheeks. Instead, they 
hand her a red, toothless, bald, prune-faced, screaming little 
individual who isn’t exactly what Mom expected. 

As the child grows, his or her value as a person will be 
assessed not only by parents, but also by those outside the 
home. Beauty contests offering scholarships and prizes for 
gorgeous babies are now common, as if the attractive child 
didn’t already have enough advantages in life. What a dis¬ 
torted system for evaluating human worth. As author George 
Orwell has written, “All (people) are equal, but some (people) 
are more equal than others.” The real tragedy today is how 
often this statement is proven true in the lives of our children.
